Jobless 
In U.S. Up 
700,000 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (UP) — 
The number of jobless Americans 
jumped to 3,200,000 last month. 
an increase of 700,000 over Oc- 
tober and the highest November 
figure since the 1949 recession, the 
government reported today. 

The Commerce and Labor De- | 
partments said in a joint report 
that total civilian employment fell | 
to 64,900,000 in November. This | 
was a drop of 1,100,000 from 
October and more than 300,000, 
below November, 1956. 


The report attributed most of 
the employment drop to a de-| 
crease in farm work. It said that | 
unusually bad ‘weather added to| 
the normal seasonal fall decline | 
in agricultural employment. | 

Meantime, the number of fac- 

tory workers fell to a total of 
16,600,000, a decrease of 230,000 
from October and about 625,000 
below the level of November, 1956. 
The report said the decrease from 
October was sharper than usual. 
* It said the average work week 
of factory workers declined by 18 
minutes in November to 39.2 
hours. This also was the lowest 
November level since 1949 when 
the national economy experienced 
a turndown just prior to the’ 
Korean War. 

But the report said average 
weekly factory earnings declined 
only slightly to $82.32. Average 
hourly earnings rose by one cent 
to $2.10, almost offsetting the 
shorter average work week. 

The departments set the jobless 
rate at 5.1 per cent in November, 
compared with 4.6 per cent in| 
October. 

The department conceded that | 
the unemployment total was held | 
down by the fact that a majority | 
of the one million workers who 
left farm jobs during the month 
withdrew completely from the 
labor force instead of looking for 
other employment.

Stevenson, twice overwhelmed 
by President Eisenhower, has 
ruled himself out as a candidate 
for the 1960 Democratic presiden- 
tial nomination. 

Carroll was elected to the Sen- 
ate in 1956 on his third try, 
defeating the Republican incum- 
bent Dan Thornton. 

Carroll said his view that Ste- 
venson should be considered ser- 
iously did not rule out consider- 
ation of other candidates.

Another Nightmare 


Picture a carefree gentleman sitting 
in a rocking chair on his front porch 
and leisurely surveying a panorama of 
grass and trees. 

His tranquillity is unbroken except 
for interruptions by the postman de- 
livering him government checks amount- 
ing to $10,000 annually. 

That picture would be transformed 
to reality under Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Benson’s latest hair-brained scheme 
to take whole farms out of production 
and deposit the acreage in the soil bank. 
It represents the most unrealistic ap- 
proach yet conceived to the problem of 
surpluses. 

Although there has been a dearth of 
sound ideas to solve the agricultural 
dilemma, surely a better answer can be 
found than this one which‘ in effect 
would make farmers the spoon-fed wards 
of the government. The Brannan plan 
with its flaws was a masterpiece com- 
pared to Benson’s latest monstrosity. 
Sen. Russell's proposed two-price sys- 
tem, with some questionable features 
still to be ironed out, offers much better 
possibilities than Benson’s new plan. 

The South’s entire economy has seen 
the bad effects of the soil bank. How- 
ever, sudden death of the soil bank would 
work an extreme hardship on many 
farmers. What the country needs is a 
gradual transition from the present pro- 
gram into something better. Instead, 
Benson is advocating a deeper plunge 
into the mire. 

Congress, the administration and farm 
leaders themselves. must face up to the 
challenge of formulating a workable pol- 
icy that not only will be practical for 
the time being but will look to the fu- 
ture when more food and fibre will be 
needed for an expanded population.

Fulton County Proves 
Value of Budget Control 


Announcement by Fulton County 
Comptroller John Still that county in- 
come is running ahead of expenditures 
and that the latter have been held be- 
low estimates is, of course, welcome 
news. It testifies to good financial man- 
agement of Fulton County, something to 
which cities and counties all over the 
state and nation must give increasing 
attention. 

Not only is the announcement some- 
thing of a tribute to Mr. Still and the 
whole county government but it proves 
the wisdom of establishing the comptrol- 
ler’s office in the first place. While it was 
something of a controversy at the time, 
the. legislative delegation which sub- 
mitted the bill setting up the office did 
a wise thing. 

Tax collections have exceeded the es- 
timates, thanks to businesslike pfoce- 
dures. It seems now that the county will 
have a cash surplus at the end of the 
year of about two million dollars, ap- 
proximately equal to that of last year. 
It means, too, that Fulton County at 
least will not have to increase taxes next 
year. 

Good financial management of any 
business or governmental unit. pays divi- 
dends to stockholders and taxpayers. 
Good budget control is the first essen- 
tial of success of any enterprise. Ful- 
ton County government is certainly prov- 
ing that fact.

Mental Ailments Take 
Half the Hospital Beds 


Dr. Carl C. Pfeiffer, of Emory Uni- 
versity; writes in the current Emory Uni- 
versity Quarterly that today 55 per cent 
of all hospital beds in the nation are filled 
with mental patients. 

It is incredible that so little is being 
done to alleviate a major national prob- 
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lem. Not enly is it a social problem but 
an economic one as well. 

The country spends about a billion 
dollars a year caring for 700,000 mental 
cases, yet only 1 per cent of it is spent 
in research into causes and cures. 

As the state legislative committee 
studying Georgia’s problem points out, 
mental illness should be brought out of 
the closet and be treated as any other ill- 
ness. The mentally ill also should be re- 
lieved of the stigma associated with “‘in- 
sanity” and “lunacy.” 

The problem, Dr. Pfeiffer suggests, 
“may be attacked by preventive medicine 
in the form of education, by psycholog- 
ically oriented group sessions for patients, 
by the patient seeking competent psychi- 
atric care early in his illness and by re- 
search,” 

It is time the public recognized the 
magnitude of the mental health problem. 
It is encouraging to see such discussions 
as that by Dr. Pfeiffer and the studies 
which are being made by the legislative 
committee.

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Fines and Arrests Jolt 
Milwaukee Jaywalkers 


Two common sights in cities are traffic 
accidents and jaywalking. They are the 
Siamese twins of the Grim Reaper. Where 
you have widespread jaywalking, there’s 
also a high accident rate. 

Milwaukee police realize this and are 
doing something about it. Specifically, 
they are arresting violators of the anti- 
jaywalking ordinance. In so doing they 
are saving life and limb. 

The Milwaukee Traffic Bureau re- 
ports traffic deaths in the first 11 months 
of 1957 are down from 65 to 39. That's. 26 
lives saved and 26 families spared heart- 
break and disaster.

Debts of State Authorities 
Are Obligations of People 


Many Georgians are just now waking up to the financial strait 
jacket into which the state has laced itself through so-called authority 
financing. Those who thought the state-created authorities would oper- 
ate on their own hook and the state could go its merry way are learn- 


ing it was only a pleasant dream. 


Gov. Marvin Griffin illustrated 
the point very nicely when he 
found it necessary to reassure 
bondholders they will be protect- 
ed if the constitutional amend- 


ment allocating revenue from 
fuel taxes to the State Highway 
Dept. is repealed. 


Said the governor: 

“Should appeal of the amend- 
ment of 1952 be proposed, it 
would be the duty of the gov- 
ernor to insist that the repealing 
resolution make adequate consti- 
tutional provision for the obliga- 
tions of the Highway Department 
under leases with these authori- 
ties now existing or hereafter ex- 
ecuted pursuant to law.” 

Boiled down to layman's _lan- 
guage, this means the state is 
obligated to see to it, one way or 
another, that those authority 
bonds are paid off. 7 

If that isn’t a debt, we don't 
know what one is. 

Yet the constitution prohibits 
the state going into debt. 

Despite ruling that the debts of 
these authorities are not debts of 
the state, and thus are not pro- 
hibited by the constitution, it is 
absurd to maintain that an obli- 
gation of the state to “rent’’ the 


now exists, the taxpayer hasn't 
the foggiest notion of the liabili- 
ties his state, directly and indi- 
rectly, is assuming. The authori- 
ties, once created, seem to oper- 
ate as a law unto themselves. 
The supervision and control of 
the legislative branch is prac- 
tically nil. 

Bibb Rep. Ed Wilson estimates 
that three-quarters of a_ billion 
dollars has already been spent or 
authorized for spending by these 
state corporations. Less than 
three years ago, the amount of 
authority financing was set at 
one-quarter of a billion dollars. 

Make no mistake about.it. Your 
tax money will be needed and 
used sooner or later to help pay 
off the obligations of practically 
every one of the authorities cre- 
ated thus far. 

The Telegraph believes authori- 
ty financing, properly used, is a 


desirable method of achieving 
worthwhile long-term improve- 
ments.

Rock ’n’ Roll Shakes 
Kairbanks Household

A favorite host of Queen 
Elizabeth and Prince Philip 
often is greeted at home with 
the sound of rock ’n’ roll mu- 
sic. 

The daughters of Douglas 
Fairbanks Jr. — Daphne, 17; 
Victoria, 15, and Melissa, 10 — 
are typically American in their 
tastes, although their growing- 
up years have been wrapped 
up in royal splendor. 

During a business visit in At- 
lanta this week, debonair 
Douglas recalled daughter 
Daphne’s coming out party — 
envied by socialites the world 
over as “the greatest social 
coup of the year.” Princess 
Margaret danced ‘til dawn 
with a young English peer. Prin- 
cess Alexandra was there, too. 

So was rock ’n’ roll music, as 
well as “‘all the Latin American 
tunes.”’ 


“BLACK AND BLUE” 


“Daphne was black and blue 
from bumping around so much,”’ 
her father recalled. “The 
younger set in London are even 
more fanatic jazz hounds than 
teen-agers in America.” 

Mr. Fairbanks said his daugh- 
ters ‘‘have little trouble’ ad- 
justing to life in London, al- 
though “more than half’’ their 
time is spent in the United 
States. He compared the girls’ 
social life in London — where 
the royal family often is present 
at parties by the Fairbanks 
daughters — to a teefrager's 
life in Washington. / 

“It’s the same as being ex- 
posed to heads of state here,” 
he explained. ‘“‘It’s all part and 
parcel of the national life.”’

“VARY A BIT” 


In his travels. businessman 
Fairbanks has noticed that 
teen-agers ‘“‘vary a bit from 


country to country,’’ and Amer- 
ican young people probably are 
“less serious” than others. 

“The French and Germans 
are more absorbed with their 
studies,” he observed. ‘The 
Spanish and Italians seem to 
have more protection and dis- 
cipline in the home. Americans 
mature quicker, and behave in 
a much more mature manner 
earlier in life.’’ 

While his daughters have not 
yet decided or a career, Danh- 
ne is taking a business course. 

“T hope she'll get a goo@ job 
and supnort me some dav,” her 
father said with a chuckle. 

The success of the Fairbanks 
parties, so envied by social 
leaders. the world over, is due 
largely to the imagination of at- 
tractive Mrs. Fairbanks, her 
husband declared. 

“She’s always coming up 


with something novel,”’ he said. 
“No special event — holidays 
or family birthdays — ever es- 
capes her.” 

On her husband's birthdays, 
the suave Fairbanks said he 
always knows ‘‘she’ll come up 
with something special, and I 
always hope she'll forget it.” 

“At this point,” he added,

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‘Stomp Fools’ 


Try to deprive a Southerner of a dearly beloved colloquialism 
and you're in trouble. You might as well launch a movement to 
chop down all dogwood and magnolia trees, shoot all the mock- 
ingbirds and trade the coon hounds in on clipped French poodles, 

You remember I mentioned the other day that a New York 
editor was puzzled by my use of the term ‘stomp fool.” What, 
she wanted to know, did stomp mean used with fool? She had been 
unable to find it in Webster. 

“Webster!” cried a writing friend of mine. “That Yankee! 
Why evvabody knows a stomp fool is like a stomp idiot or a stomp 
good time!” 


Another, gentler, Virginia-born friend of mine who speaks 
soft and impeccable English, was astonished that any living 
American could be ignorant about stomp fools. 

“‘A stomp fool,”’ she observed crisply, “‘is a plumb fool.” 


Comes now Mr. Charles R. Houston, a linotype operator, who 
has been searching not one but three dictionaries for stomp. I don’t 
think he found stomp fool but he found enough on stomp to justify 
its use with or without fool. 

In addition to being dialetic for stamp or stump, which the 
New York editor found, stomp is also, Mr. Houston reports, “a 
jazz dance characterized by heavy stamping.’”’ He recalls as a boy 
‘“‘stomping cotton down in a basket out in the fields’’ and also 
“stomping” dances or hoedowns. 

“I also recall a line from a song which ran, ‘The hollow of her 
foot stomp a hole in the ground.’ I am inclined to the theory that 
the ‘stomp’ pronunciation for stamp or stump goes back to some 
of the early day Scots who had quite a part in the settling of the 
South.” 


The Rev. Forrest V. Junkins of Americus wrote in to suggest 
that ‘‘stomp fool’ might be a corruption of a perfectly good adjec- 
tive phrase, “‘stomp-down fool.’’ Or another use, highly favored 
in his section of the state, is ‘‘a stomping good dog.” 


“I have no documented proof but I have found this word 
‘stomp’ to be a corruption of the word ‘stamp,’ ’’ wrote Mr. Junkins. 
“I have spoken with many people about this, and this is the opinion 
that I have heard. So a ‘stomp’ fool would be a ‘stamp’ fool, which 
is an abbreviation of a ‘stamping fool’ which, of course, would be 
‘a fool that is all shook up.’ ”’ | 

Mr. Junkins was also interested in ‘‘tromp” for tramp and 
“hope” or “‘holp” for help. He was able to track down the origin 
of that corruption to such respected Old English sources as Chaucer, 
which certainly ought to impress even New York literary lights. 


Although I advanced the notion that Southerners talk more 
out of Chaucer than Webster I have a sneaking suspicion that most 
of all, we talk out of Uncle Remus. I haven’t checked Uncle Remus 
for stomp ®ols but on many occasions Brer Fox acted like one 
even if Joel Chandler Harris missed calling him one. 


Now I’m not sure if a stomp fool is simply an all-out, complete, 
heaped up, pressed down and running over fool. Which was, I admit, 
my original conception of the term. Or could it be, as Mr. Junkins 
suggests, that a stomp fool is a dancing, shuffling, gyrating fool? 

Either way, I bet by now the New York editor is plumb fed 
up with all fools and especially fools Southern style.

Buffalo Bills and Cleveland Browns, 
t* replied, “but Buckets Hirsch was the 
: roughest I ever ran across. 

“Fortunately, I never had to 

play against him, for he was a 
linebacker with the Bills. He 
played college football at North- 
western, and he weighed only 205, 
which isn’t very large in the pro 
ranks. But he was built like a fire- 
plug and hit like a Mack truck. 

“You won't believe it, but rival 
backs always wanted to know before 
the kickoff whether Buckets was play- 
“but 
once he hit “em they never forgot it. Ask Lu Gambino, Buddy 
Young and some of the backs about Hirsch, if you ever run across 
them. They'll tell you. 

“He's the guy who made the tackle that ended Spec Sanders’ 
career, Sanders was playing for the Yanks in the old All-America 
League, and Buckets rammed into him near the sidelines. Sanders, 
who was the best tailback I ever saw, was through after that 
tackle.”
